At crossing protected by flagman, 
gates, bells or.wig-wag, never attempt 
to cross while flagman is on the cross- 
ing, or gates are lowered. or bells or 
wig-wags are in action, for this means 
a‘train is closely approaching.

cidents at crossings, for a-grade cross-. 
ing is only dangerous when made so by 
careless driving.
